The first canning factory in the Central 
States began in 1860—on the eve of the 
Civil War. | 


ITTLE progress however was made in canning 
in the United States prior to the Sixties. In the — 


first place, cities were smail. Fruit and vegetables 
could be grown near them 4nd delivered fresh by 
wagon. The present-day demand for out-of-season 


foods and foreign foods, did not exist. In short, the — 


conditions which today make canned foods a practi- 
cal necessity, were conspicuous by their absence. 


Just as the wars of Napoleon gave stimulus to 


the establishment of the industry, eo our own Civil 
War stimulated its development in this country. 
Soldiers in the detention carnps and hospitals, be- 


ing supplied with foods packed in cans, were quick | 


to appreciate their convenience and excellence, and 
were later instrumental in spreading the good news 
broadcast throughout the country, = 

The large development of the industry dates from 
this period. Not until several years later, however, 
were formulated the principles which form the basis 
of scientific canning, as we know it today. 

Nicholas Appert, successful though he was, could 
not himself tell why foods kept when treated accord- 
ing to that method. He ascribed it, as we shall see, 
te the exclusion of outside air, after applying suffi- 
cient heat to the food. 

In his work entitled “The Art of Preserving Ani- 
mal and Vegetable Substances,” he wrote: “All trials 


I have made convince me that the absolute privation 


of the contact of external air (the internal air be- 
ing rendered of no effect by the action of hot water), 
and the application of heat by means of the water- 
bath, are both indispensable to the complete preser- 
vation of alimentary substances.” 
Subsequently the French Government appointed 
Guy Lussac, the foremost chemist of his time, to 


investigate this phenomenon. Lussac confirmed — 
Appert's theory that the exclusion of air from the 


container prevents the spoiling of foods contained. 
This explanation prevailed until another eminent 
Frenchman Louis Pasteur, discovered most of the 
fundamental principles involved in the science of 
The first application of the new science to canning 
in this country was made in 1895 by H. L. Russell, 


of the University of Wisconsin. 


In 1896 Professors Prescott and Underwood of the 


Massachusetts Institute of Technology, supplement- 


is interesting to note that the Boston firm which 

marketed canned fruits in 1820, is now in its 
100th year and is stil] hale and hearty, the dean of 
canning establishments in these United States. 

Similarly, the business established by Nicholas 
Appert, and continued by his descendants, is the 
oldest in Europe. 

If M. Appert were to visit a modern American 
canning factory, it is safe to assume that his amaze- 
ment at the progress achieved since he strove for 
the imperial prize of 12,000 francs, would know ne 


bounds. He would marvel at the thousands upon — 


thousands of plants engaged in this gigantic business 
of food production and preservation! The immense 
variety of foods made available by his method for 
the every-day table! The widely separated regions 
drawn upon for food! The marvelously intricate 
machinery employed in almost every factory! 
He would thank his lucky stars that to him belonged 
the signal honor of having benefited mankind so 
enormously.

The work of a well organized 
welfare department in a iliarge, 
modern industrial institution is as 
comprehensive as the werd welfare 
itself. The activities of such a wel- 
fare organization are distributed 
over many .ines of endeavor and the 
task of handling such work efficlent- 
ly and to the best advantage iz 
one that requires a capable head 
and one with a personality § that 
appeals to the worker himeelf. 

Mr. J. W. Leavitt, California dis- 
tributor for the Oldsmobile describes 
the Welfare Department of the big 
Oldsmobile plant of Lansing, Mich- 
igan—an organization typical of the 
modern industrial plant—in the 
following words: 

“The activities of the Welfare De- 
partment at Lansing is divided up

plant and is all under the personal 
direction of John C. Chapman, one 
of the organization's “old guard”. 

SIZING UP. 


“The Employment Department 
needs a head who can ‘size up’ an 
applicant for a position to determine 
quickly whether he or she measures 
up to the high character stand- 
aré set. Unless an applicant is 
judged to be the sort of individual 
who will work in harmony with hie 
fellows he never reaches the point 
of being queried for specific qualffi- 
cations. If he passes this test he ts 
examined along the lines of the 
work he is to do, and even one lack- 
ing in some respects In experience 
or skill may be emploved if he 
shows a desire to learn and promises 
to be quick tn picking up the finer 
points of the work, for highly skilled 
labor just now is at a premium. 

“The employment of youth just 
out of high school requires a care- 
ful examination to discover the line 
of work for which he is best fitted 
and where he will advance most 
rapidly. Then too, no employe te 
ever discharged without his case 
being passed upon by the Welfare 
Department, to see that no injus- 
tice is done. 

SANITARY CONDITIONS. 


“Ideal sanitary conditions, clean- 
ly wash rooms, the big factory din- 
ing rooms, entertainment, co-opera- 
tive groceries and Inexpensive acci- 
dent and death insurance all come 
under the direction of this depart- 
ment. Firet ald work ts relatively 
light for the ‘Safety First’ section 
does it work well in providing for 
the safety of workers. However, a 
completely equipped hospital with 
two attendants is maintained and 
automobiles are always at hand to 
rush serious cases to hospital or 
physiciang office. 

“Entertainment of employes ir 
another big factor in making the 
surroundings congenial and a big 
jazz band made up of the firm's 
employes, and baseball is an 
established inatitution, Footbal! also 
is played extensively by the work- 
ers.”

Far East Gains Supremacy in 
Rubber Industry: 


Tress ave wish 
Excellent Results. 


United States Rubber Planta- 
tion is One of Largest. 


"How Brazil, possessing in her vast 
forests millions of huge rubber 
treos of the finest quality, growing 


anife of the tapper, has been forced 
by unfavorable conditions to permit 
the crude rubber supremacy of the 
world to Le swept from her in a 
decade by the Far East is one of 
the big events in modern business 
history. 
That Braziji can do big things In 
the most-approved modern fashion 
hecds no proof beyond her coffee in- 
dustry, her undisputed supremacy 
there being due to scientific methods 
of the highest order. In cacao and 
cattle raising she is also demonstrat- 
ing her capabilities. But in rubber 
production she has been hopelessly 
outdistanced. 
SPR 

About forty years ago some seeds 
from the rubber trees of Brazil were 
taken to England and sprouted. 
Then a few thousand nurslings were 
transplanted to Ceylon, Java. Bur- 
ma and Singapore. For years little 
was heard of the enterprise, and 
then came the demand fer rul-ber 
tires, and with that dersand rubber 
from plantations in the Far East be- 
gan to trickle into the markets. 
Meanwhile the Amazon rubber 
district was through scenes 
typical of a gold-mining rush. For- 
tunes rocketed to the skies, and as 
the stream of crude rubber flowed 
down the river, there flowed back 
to Manaos-a golden flood, which 


made the rubber city more luxurious 


for its size than Paris, and made 


the world. Anything that was ex- 
pensive could be sold, and jewels, 
fine silks, good wines afl foods, 
costly furniture and gorgeous car- 
riages“found their way up the great 
yellow river, passing for 1000 miles 
only the walls of jungle that edged 
the streanmi. Manaos and Para be- 
came beautiful cities, with 
Luildings, costly homes and 
streets. 

That the position of Brasil, with 
ite great virgin forests of rubber 
trees, could ever be assailed was a 
ridiculous thought in those days. 
Even the manufacturers of Europe 
and America did not take the plan- 
tation efforts seriously. When plan- 
tation rubber began to appear in 
the world’s martes it was taken 
without a, and at prices 
well below those paid for the 
Brazilian product. 

COMING CHANGE,

These substances are 
all better than paint for the reason that 
they are elastic and therefore serve to pro- 
tect the wound under all conditions of 
weather, while painted wounds will check 
and crack and thus fail to serve their pur- 
pose successfully.
